Texas, March 14.—Sergeant 
Alexander Fruchter, of Company K, 
Seventeenth United States cavalry, is 
being detained at the Fort Bliss guard- 
house on a charge of desertion, it was 
stated by military officers tonight. 
Fruchter is of German birth and an in- 
vestigation following his arrest is said 
to’ have resulted in the finding of a 
number of German letters and other 
papers in his effects. . 

One army officer said some of th 
letters appeared to be only friendly 
relatives and friends, but 
they were being closely examined by 
experts. 

A German civillan friend of Fruch- 
ter has been under surveillance here by 
government agents for more than a 
week and an effort is being made to 
connect him with the alleged German 
plot on the border and in Mexico.

Additional confirmation was received 
by army officers of the offer made to 
officers in Chihuahua to 
raise a regiment of German reservists 
and other German residents in event of 
war on Germany and Mexico became 
involved.

LOSSES BY SUBMARINES 
STEADILY DECREASING 


Officials Hold That U- 
Boats Have Done Their 
Worst and That British 
Merchant Marine Has Not 
Been Materially Reduced. 


London, March 14.—The Associated 
Press has been placed in possession of 
a review of the first six weeks of 
the German unrestricted submarine 
campaign. The figures given are from 


ithe board of trade reports and the con- 


clusions are those of a highly compe- 
tent authority. 

*“The German submarine campaign, 
reported to have assumed enhanced vig- 
or on February 1, must be singularly 
disappointing to the Germans them- 
selves,” says the review. ‘At the be- 
ginning of January, 1917, Great Britain 
possessed approximately 3,731 vessels 
of 1,600 tons and over. Many ethers of 
lesser tonnage are not taken into con- 
sideration, owing to the importance of 
restricting the question to overseas 
traffic and cargo, judging the results 
earefully and looking to possible fu- 
ture developments. 

“From February 1to March (14?) the 
losses of British ships of over 1,600 
tons were approximately 78, which 
number, deducted from the total leaves 
the British mercantile marine with 3,- 
653 ships of over 1,600 tons, after six 
weeks of German submarine warfare. 

‘It should be remembered that a very 
large proportion of tonnage is on the 
stocks building for the British mercan- 
tile marine, and a fair percentage of 
the total is being turned out monthly. 
In the total above mentioned no ac- 
count is taken of ships completed or 
bought in neutral countries.

Washington, March 14.—Full co-op- 

eration to make a strike effective will 
be given by the American Federation 
of Labor if the railroads reject the de- 
mands to be made upon them tomorrow 
by the employees’ brotherhoods. No 
immediate sympathetic strikes are con- 
templated, federation officials said to- 
night,.‘but the brotherhood chiefs have 
been assured of prompt and hearty sup- 
port in every other way possible. 
Officials of the federation’s railway 
department, representing more than 
400,000 shop employees, switchmen, te- 
legraphers and maintenance-of-way la- 
borers not affiliated with the brother- 
hoods, conferred at length on the sit- 
uation during the day. Although no 
formal announcement was made, it was 
said the first move, if the strike comes, 
will be to admonish all union men not 
to offer their services to take the place 
of strikers. 
When the brotherhoods threatened to 
call a strike last fall, railroads pre- 
pared to meet it by enrolling other 
classes of workmen to act as engineers, 
fireman conductors and trainmen, and 
many of these were to have been shop 
employees or switchmen. Since then, 
however, the four brotherhoods, long 
not on over-friendly terms with the 
federation, have effected a working 
agreement with its leaders.

SUBMARINES FAIL 
TO ISOLATE BRITAIN 


to affecting the morzie of neutral na- 
tions. A careful study of the German 
methods has been made by the British 
naval euthorities, 2nd anti-submarine 
measures have been adopted which, as 
the outcome of experience, have attain- 
ed a large measure of success. 
“Third: The arming of merchant ves- 
sels is rapidly taking place and it is 
capable of proof that a submarine 
takes particular care in attacking an 
armed vessel, a large percentage of 
which always escape. 
“Fourth: Anti-submarine devices are 
being daily perfected, but a little time 
must necessarily elapse in order that 
they should receive a proper trial. 
“Fifth: The German naval authori- 
ties are bound to firid some difficulty 
in replacing the trained personnel, of 
which they have lost a considerable 
portion. It should be remembered that 
there is considerable difference be- 
tween the efficiency of individual com- 
and the greatest losses have 
been incurred through the action of a 
few German submarine commanders, 
who by their skill and training stand 
far above the average U-boat officers 
who leave Germany on missions of de- 
struction. 

Losses Steadily Reduced, 
“The losses of the British mercantile 
marine are being steadily reduced. 
During the past two weeks only twen- 
ty-nine have been sunk, as opposed to 
forty-eight sunk in the first two 
weeks. The vessels engaged in the 
coastal trade are continually exposed 
to German submarines and are 
naturally included in a German com- 
mander’s reports. 
“The most serious aspect of the Ger- 


man submarine warfare is that reflect- 
ed by consideration of post-bellum con- 
ditions with regard to shortage of 
world tonnage. Besides affecting the 
whole world, it is likely to affect most 
seriously the smaller nations who have 
no mercantile marine of their own to 
rely upon and are dependent upon that 
of other nations for their sea traffic. 
However much the Germans may. de- 
sire to force neutrals to lay up their 
vessels and close neutral harbors, such 
a state of things cannot exist long be- 
cause the neutrals themselves must 
obtain certain necessaries in order to 
avoid the intense economic situation 
which at present obtains in Germany. 
This fact is necessarily better known 
to the neutrals themselves than to 
those not immediately concerned.

“As regards the general situation of 
the submarine warfare, it may thus he 
summed up: It is having a more se- 
rious effect upon European neutrals 
than upon belligerent mercantile ma- 
rine.

According to a report from J. G. 
Stephens, American consul at Plym- 
outh, the captain of the Algonquin 
stated that his ship was sunk by shell 
fire without warning. 

The German submarine opened fire 
upon the Algonquin from a distance of 
4,000 yards, firing about 20 shells. These 
were not. sufficient to sink the 
steamer, so she was boarded by men 
from the submarine, who placed four 
bombs and the Algonquin was then 
blown up. The crew was given plenty 
of time to leave the vessel. 

The Algonquin was sunk at 6 o’clock 
on the morning of March 12. The sub- 
marine refused assistance, according to 
the report of the consul at Plymouth. 
Twenty-seven men have been landed. 

The Captain's Story. 

Plymouth, March 14.—(Via London.) 
Captan A. Nordberg, of the American 
steamship Algonquin, which was or- 
pedoed by a German submarine on 
March 12, is now at Penzance. He will 
arrive with his crew in Plymouth to- 
morrow morning. In an interview Cap- 
tain Nordberg said that the Algonquin 
was bound from New York for London 
with foodstuffs. 

“On Monday morning,” he said, “just 
after daylight I was on the bridge. It 
was the mate’s watch. I saw two 
steamers, apparently colliers, steam- 
ing west, one on the starboard and the 
other on the port side. Two minutes 
later the mate called my attention to 
another object and at once I said ‘I 
think that is a submarine.’ 

“The submarine was about three 
miles distant, as were also the steam- 
ers. Immediately I saw a flash of a 


gun and a shell fell short. As once I 
stopped the engines and then went full 
speed-astern, indicating this by three 
blasts of the whistle. The submarine 
kept on firing, the fourth shot throw- 
ing up a column of water which drench- 
ed me and the man at the wheel. It 


was a close thing. 

“The fifth shot struck the ship’s side 
and the next went aft. The submarine 
was using two. guns. Twenty shots 
were fired at us. I ordered the crew to 
the boats and we pulled away two 
ship’s lengths. All this time the sub- 
marine was firing at us; some of the 
shots came very close. 

“Once we were in the boats, the Ger- 
mans ceased firing and the submarine 
dived. Later we saw the Periscope, 
which circled the Algonquin half a 
dozen times. Then finding her aban- 
doned, the submarine came to the sur- 
face and boarded the steamer. 

“The first thing done was to lower 
the American flag. Then I concluded 
they were going to sink my ship. Ten 
minutes afterward J heard the crackle 
of an explosion and saw smoke. ‘Shey 
had blown the ship up with bombs. In 
15 minutes the Algonquin had sunk. 

“The submarine was flying the Ger- 
man ensign. Her commander asked 
my name, nationality, destination and 
cargo of the ship, which had the Ameri- 
can colors painted on her side 2nd flew 
the American flag day and night. I 
asked him to tow us toward land, but 
he refused, saying, ‘I’m too busy; I ex- 
pect a couple of other steamers.’ 

“The weather was fine and the sea 
smooth. After being 27 hours in the 
boats, we reached Scilly, without see- 
ing any vessel of any Kind.” 


SHIP AND CARGO 
WORTH $1,700,000. 


New York, March 14.—The American 
steamship Algonquin, with ten Amerit- 
cans aboard, was sunk by a German 
submarine on March 12, with a loss of 
vessel and cargo valued at $1,700,000. 
A cable message received here today 
by her owners, the American Star line, 
and dispatches from London, told of the 
apparent safety of all the officers and 
crew, 27 of whom have been landed. 

The message said the vessel was tor- 
pedoed, but did not indicate where she 
was at the time. According to a con- 
sular report from Plymouth, England, 
the Algonquin’s captain stated his ship 
was sunk by shell fire without warn- 


ee 
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last December, when she was purchas- 
ed by the American Star line. 

While under Canadian ownership she 
was engaged in trade between New 
York and St. John, N. B. 

The Algonquin was one of the first 
American vessels to sail from the 
United States after Germany announc- 
ed her submarine campaign of unre- 
stricted warfare. She was commanded 
by Captain A. Nordberg, a naturalized 
American of Norwegian birth. 

Prior to satfling the Algonquin cap- 
tain said he had no fear that his ves- 
sel would be torpedoed. 

“I feel safer in sailing through the 
war zone on a vessel flying the Ameri- 
can flag than I do trying to make my 
way about New York streets and dodg- 
ing taxicabs,” he said. 

Her owners agreed to give the offi- 
cers a war bonus of 50 per cent in 
wages and the crew a bonus of 25 per 
cent, with the proviso that in case the 
vessel was captured or destroyed the 
men were to »e paid the bonus with 
their wages until they “eturned to the 
United States. 

There were ten Americans, includ- 
ing the captain on the Algonquin, the 
owners announced today. 

The freight steamship Fordonian, 
also an American vessel owned by the 
American Star line, has arrived safely 
at Genoa after circling in the Mediter- 
ranean for more than two weeks, dodg- 
ing submarines, according to a cable- 


feram received here today by the line. 


The Fordonian left Tampa on Decem- 
ber 27 and had to put in at a West 
Indies port for repairs, because of an 
accident to her machgnery. 


SITUATION UNCHANGED 
BY ALGONQUIN AFFAIR. 


Washington, March 14.—In the ab- 
struction of the steamer. Algonquin, 
officials withheld comment, butthe un- 
official view was that nothing in the 
incident changes the situation between 
the United States and Germany. 

President Wilson already has taken 
steps to place the nation in a state of 
armed neutrality, which, with the 
breaking of diplomatic relations with 
Germany, is practically the last meas- 
ure possible short of war. American 
ships now are being armed to defend 
themselves against unlawful subma- 
rine attack. The general view today 
is that arming of ships is the only an- 
swer to submarine operations short of 
a declaration of war, which may be 
be made only by congress. 

The circumstances that the Algon- 
quin carried foodstuffs which are con- 
traband, and that she recently was 
transferred from British to American 
registry, a transaction Germany might 
Plead she would not recognize, are not 
taken to outweigh the fact that the 
ship was reported destroyed without 
warning. Neither does‘the fact that 
apparently no lives were lost mitigate 
the situation. 

But the real fact, as unofficially ex- 
pressed, is that while the destruction 
1Of an American ship in such a manner 
is very serious, the American govern- 
ment already has taken all the steps it 
can take to meet such a case, unless it 
wishes to take the last step and declare 
war. 

The real issue of peace or war is 
expected to come when an American 
armed ship has a clash with a German 
submarine. 

A series of destructions of American 
ships probably would arouse congress 
to a declarakion of war, if indeed Ger- 
many should not declare war on the 
United States, as many expect, as a re- 
sult of the first encounter with one of 
her submarines. 

Up to the present, in the absence 
of action by congress, all that could 
be done to meet such a case as the de- 
struction of the Algonquin already 
has been done. [t is generally accept- 
ed, on first reports, as not being the 
“overt act.” 


ALGONQUIN OWNER 
TO MAKE PROTEST. 


Albany, N. Y., March 14.—John Ste- 

phanidis, of New York, owner of the 
steamship Algonquin, when he heard 
pio ras sinking of his ship here today, 
said: 
“If this does not constitute an overt 
act, do not know what i <does. 
I expect to go to Washington tomorrow 
to take up the matter with President 
Wilson and Secretary Lansing. I am 
sorry if the destruction of my ship 
must be a casus belli, but I believe that 
this occurrence must be the subject of 
action of some kind against the Ger- 
man government, 

“The Algonquin carried no munitions, 
but was laden with foodstuffs. She 
flew the American flag and the flag 
was also painted on her sides.”

Ships in Shanghai Harbor 
Are Seized. 


Washington, March 14.—American 
Minister Reinsch, at Pekin, today re- 
ported to the state department that 
China had severed diplomatic relations 
with Germany and that the German 
minister had been handed his 
ports. 

China has taken possession of all 
German merchant ships in Shanghai 
harbor, about six in number, placed 
their crews on shore under guard, and 
Placed armed guards on the vessels. 

China’s severance of relations has 
been expected here for weeks. The 
action of the United States in break- 
ing relations was received with ac- 
Claim by Chinese officials and press. 

Feeling against Germany has run 
high, not only because scores of Chi- 
nese on the way to Kurope have been 
killed in German submarine operations,

China 
also has six large arsenals which, with 
her mines, will add large resources 
against Germany. 

China has already sent 100,000 coolies 
to France and Russia and can increase 
the number almost without limit. 

Immediately after America’s sever- 
ance of relation swith Germany, China 
began to discuss similar action, and 
during the negotiations the French and 
Belgian legations in China invited her 
on behalf of the entente to declare war 
on Germany in return for a remission 
of the Boxer indemnity and permisison 
to increase her customs taxes. 

Diplomatic sources in Washington, 
however, said the entente promised 
merely a postponement of the Boxer 
indemnity, not its remission. 

On ‘March 4 the cabinet definitely 
voted to sever relations, but President 
Li Yuan Hung refused to accede, on 
the ground that such power was his 
alone. The cabinet resigned, withdrew 
to Tien-tsin and finally returned when 
the president agreed to break. 

On March 10 the president and his 
cabinet appeared before the house and 
asked approval of a severance of rela- 
tions, which was granted by a vote of 
431 to 87. The senate later agreed. 

Meanwhile the entente invitation to 
enter the war remains in abeyance, ap- 
parently pending a better agreement as 
to the terms to be given to China.

Case Against Arnold Wor- 
ley, Charged With Murder, 
in Jury's Hands—Verdict 
Expected Thursday. 


Elberton, Ga., March 14.—(Special.) 
The plea of a father for the life of his 
son featured the trial here today of 
Arnold Worley, charged with murder 
for the killing of Sheriff Hailey, of 
Elbert county, on Sunday, May 21. 

Tense silence throughout the crowded 
court room marked the long speech 
of Judge J. N. Worley, the defendant's 
father, who opened for the defense. 
The case went to the jury shortly be- 
fore midnight and a verdict is expected 
Thursday morning.

London, March 14.—The British have 
advanced 30 miles above Bagdad, it is 
announced officially. 

The statement says that the British 
artillery taken by the Turks when Gen- 
eral Townshend's army surrendered at 
Kut-el-Amara has been recaptured at 
Bagdad by the British.

The military critic reminds his read- 
ers that Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
is now operating in the west and says 
that by shortening their present frent 
the Germans are giving their enemies 
“a desert to advance over—a ground 
as bad as ever fighting ground was.” 


The foregoing dispatch contains the 
first intimation received here that Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg is personal- 
lv conducting German operations on 
the western front. 


BRITISH CONTINUE

London, March 14,—The official re- 
port from’ British headquarters in 
France tonight reads:

Our detachments also 
penetrited at four different pointy 
German trenches between the Meuse 
and Apremont forest, going as far as 
the second trench and returning with 
prisoners. During the night the artil- 
lery fighting was rather heavy in this 
sector. Elsewhere calm prevailed.” 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: ‘ 

“During the course of the day we 
continued to make progress by grenade 
fighting in the region of Maisons de 
Champagne, despite a violent bombard- 
ment by the enemy who made use of 
lachrymosal shells. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse our 
artillery carried out destructive fires 
on the enemy organizations. An ob- 
servatory was destroyed near Mont- 
faucon.” 

Belgian Communication: “Violent 
bomb fighting occurred in the region 
of Steenstraete and Het Sas; the usual 
artillery activity was displayed on the 
whole front.” 


GERMAN DYNAMITE PLOT 
T0 DESTROY RESERVOIR 


Jersey City, N. J., March 14.—Acting 
on rumors of a plot to dynamite the 
7,000,000,000-gallon reservoir at Boon- 
ton, thereby flooding the Passaic val- 
ley, where many large ammunition 
plants are located, the city commis- 
sioners late today passed a resolution 
calling upon Governor Edge to provide 
a military guard for the works. Mean- 
time, thirty policemen, all of whom 
have served in the regular army, were 
hurried to the reservoir tonight under 
command of Major Joseph D. Norton, 
of the Fourth New Jersey regiment. 
The policemen were supplied with rifles 
and ammunition. 

Mayor Fagan, in a telephone conver- 
sation with the governor, declared the 
destruction of the reservoir not only 
would cut off the supply of water to 
this city, but would endanger thousands 
of lives and cause untold property 
damage. 


COTTON GOODS TARIFE 
CARRIES IN COMMONS 


London, March 14.—The government 
successfully resisted the strong attack 
of the Lancashire cotton interests bv 
carrying the India cotton resolution, 
both in the house of lords and house 
of commons tonight and securing the 
defeat of the Lancashire amendment 
by the substantial majority of 110, aft- 
er Premier Lloyd-George had conceded 
that the whole question should be re- 
considered at the termination of the 
war.

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AN UNWISE LIMITATION. 


We present elsewhere on this’ page a 


conmunieation from Representative Pea- 


cock, of Dougherty county, in which he holds 
that an act of the present general assembly, 
passed during the last summer session, goes 
far toward meeting the general objection 
being urged against the constitutional bond 
election limitations of the state. 

The Constitution agrees with Represent- 
ative Peacock that the modification pro- 
vided by the law of which he is the author, 
tends to relieve the situation of some of its 
objectionable features, in that under the new 
law non-residents and dead men are not, 


uuder a special registration closing shortly 
before a bond election, as likely to affect 
the result as they would be under a regis- 
tration a year or two old. 

The reform is good as far as it goes, but 
Representative Peacock shows that it ap- 
plies only to counties and not to municipali- 
ties except where such municipalities, by 
spocial charter provision, are brought under 
@ special bond election registration as pro- 
vided for counties under the Peacock law. 

The main objection we have to the pres- 
ent bond election limitation is the construc- 
tion of the constitutional two-third require- 
ment that makes it necessary for a bond 
issue to be approved by two-thirds of the 
voters on the registration list, however 
many of them might have moved out of the 
state, died or become otherwise disqualified. 

The supreme court of the state decided 
that “two-thirds of the qualified voters” 
means twothirds of the registration list— 
dead men, removals, absentees and all oth- 
ers on said list who do not actually go to 
the polls-and vote affirmatively for the bond 
issue. 

in other words, every man on a registra- 
tien list who does not vote direct for bonds 
is counted as against the issue. 

The Constitution’s contention is that the 
state constitution should be so amended as 
to make a bond issue contingent not upon 
dead men and abséentees, but upon a two- 
third majority of those voting. 

The Peacock law is all right as far as it 
gocs, but the situation will not be remedied 
uvtil the result of a bond issue'is made sub- 
ject to the decision of live m€n—active par- 
ticipants—-and not of dead men, non-resi- 
dents and willful absentees. 

The two-third provision is all right, and 
it is recognized by most of the states of the 
union, but Georgia is the only one. that 
makes it necessary to consult the wishes of 
ab- 
sentees in questions involving bond issues. 


The right to vote is the highest privilege

If vou will refer to the acts of 1916, page 
138, vou will find that all counties may now 
incur a debt within the meaning of the para- 
graph, section and article of the constitu- 
tion above referred to, by preparing a special 
registration list for this purpose and that it 
only requires a majority of two-thirds of 
those registering for such special election to 
incur a bonded indebtedness, and not two- 
thirds of the voters appearing on the regis- 
tration list of the last general election as 
was the law prior to the passage of this act 

The paragraph, section and article of the 
constitution proposed by you to be amended 
Sa that no indebtedness shall be incurred 
other than that therein provided “without the 
assent of two-thirds of the qualified voters 
thereof, at an election for that purpose to be 
held as may be prescribed by law.” The act 
of 1916 simply provides the “prescribed law’”’ 
bv which these elections may be held, and 
who are the “qualified voters,” and in my

Editor Constitution: Last week, while 
in Washington, D. C., attending the inausu- 
ration of President Wilson, I read with much 
interest, and, I may add, with unqualified 
approval, your splendid editorial entitled: 
“The Veterans Wrong-—The Women Right.” 

It is not often that I take issue with 
veterans. My father was a confederate sol- 


dier. For more than twenty-five years I 
have been addressing confederate camps on 
Memorial day: but it seems to me that, in 
their bitter crusade against Catholics, some 
are going entirely out of their way for am- 
munition when they invade the sacred do- 
main of a Lost Cause, for which many 4 
devout Catholic shed his blood. 

The protest of certain individuals among 
the veterans of Macon against the choice 
of Bishop Keiley, of Savannah, for Memo- 
rial day orator, was ill-advised. It did not 
represent, the rank and file of Lee's im- 
mortal legions. It did not represent a major- 
itv sentiment of the Macon veterans them- 
selves, as subsequent events have disclosed. 
In* refusing to recall an invitation so fit- 
tingly extended, the ladies of Macon have 
honored themselves and honored the truth 
of history. To good judgment they have 
added firmness in the right. 

The attitude of the Macon veterans to- 
ward a brave comrade-in-arms is to be re- 
gretted. Such a_ protest would not have 
been countenanced by Stonewall Jackson, in 
whose division there was many a brave Irish 
Catholic. It would have kindled no respon- 
sive echo in the magnanimous soul of General 
Lee. Both of these great commanders were 
Protestants, the former a Presbyterian elder, 
the latter a vestryman in the Episcopal 
church. But neither of them ever applied 
the religious test to a confederate soldier; 
because neither of them was a bigot. 

Still Loyal to Gray. 

Bishop Keiley wore the gray uniform. He 
shouldered his musket when only a boy and 
marched to the front. There was not a bet- 
ter soldier in Lee’s army. Today he is still 
loyal to his comrades—still true to his col- 
He is southern to the core, a Virginian 
by birth and a Georgian by adoption. But 
he happens to be a Catholic, just as some 
of us happen to be Protestants. Only there 
is this difference—that, whereas most of us 
are obscure individuals, scarcely known Out- 
side of our local communities, and perhaps 
not too well known in them, Bishop Keiley 
is a noted prelate whose commanding abil- 
ities have made him pre-eminent as the of- 
ficial head of the great Catholic church In 
Georgia. * 

But why inject religious intolerance and 
persecution into our solemn feast day of mem- 
ories, when the issues raised by such a dis- 
cussion are as foreign to the patriotic sen- 
timents of Memorial day as the nebular 
hypothesis of the pons assinorum? 

In 1861, when President Davis called for 
volunteers to defend the south from inva- 
sion, did he reject Catholics? Can we find 
a proclamation in ~ which he said: ‘Only 
Protestants are needed to protect our help- 
less women and children?’ In 1865, when 
Pickett led his immortal division up the 
bloody incline at Gettysburg, did he say: 
“Let Catholics stand aside?” 

It seems to me that the Macon veterans, 
in accentuating the feudal fires of the Prot- 
estant reformation, have ignored the events 
of a period much more recent, and have 
shown an indifference to matters much more 
relevant. In the first place, they are seem- 
ingly forgetful of the fact that one who has 
done more than all others to put the con- 
federate cause into the literature of song 
was an Irish Catholic. Who of us has not 
thrilled to the music of Father Ryan's ‘“Con-

ed? Long after We are dead the memory 
of this gentle singer will be cherished by 
our descendants. His renowned poem will 
be recited by our children’s children for 
ages to come. In one of the great hotels 
of Richmond, Va., there hangs a magnifi- 
cent oil painting of the beloved poet-priest. 
It is admired by all the guests; and even 
northern tourists each year stand with un- 
covered head before this portrait of one 
whose fame indissolubly associated with 
“The Conquered Banner.” 

To Know what Father Ryan thought of 
his illustrious chief, one needs only to read 
his poem entitled “The Sword of Lee.” 

War-Songs by Catholics. 

Two famous confederate war-songs, 
“Ashes of Glory,’ Augustus J. Requier, 
and “Somebody's Darling,’ by Marie LaCoste, 
were both written by Catholics. 

Was not Theodore O’Hara, who wrote 
“The Bivouac of the Dead,” a member of the 
Church of Rome? He was a confederate sol- 
dier, but his renowned elegy, inspired by 
an episode of the Mexican war, is today 
found in all the federal cemeteries of the 
land, engyaved upon tablets of jron. It 
the only American poem to which the United 
States government has ever given official 
recognition. 

If I am not mistaken, General Patrick 
Cleburne was of the Catholic faith. He fell] 
at Franklin, Tenn., while leading his com- 
mand. An uncle of mine, who fought under 
him, has told me a thousand times that no 
braver man ever faced the white smoke of 
battle than General Cleburne. If I am mis- 
taken in regard to his religion I hope some 
one will put me right. 

The present chief justice of the supreme 
eourt of the United States is a Catholic. For 
this reason, even though a private soldier 
in Lee’s army, he would .be debarred from 
addressing confederate veterans. 

Raphael Semmes is the one man of whom 
every one instinctively thinks when the con- 
federate navy is mentioned. He commanded 
the renowned “Alabama,” a vessel whose 
fame filled all the seas—from the equato- 
rial waters to the northern lights. Hie 
made the confederate flag an object of re- 
spect in every port of the civilized world. 
There is nothing in the annals of the war 
to surpass the unvarnished story of his ex- 

Even to this day, we read with a 
of how the ‘Alabama’ went to her 
in the English channel. There, in 
Dr. Tichnor has called “the tiltyard 
of the sea,’ in a field of water which wit- 
nessed the exploits of the renowned Sir 
Francis Drake, lies all that is mortal of the 
ili-starred confederate cruiser; and 
too, lies the jeweled blade of the great com- 
mander. In this connection let me refer the 
Macon veterans to a poem written Dr. 
Tichnor on this tragic episode, entitled “‘The 
Sword of Raphael Semmes.” When the gal- 
lant commander was filling all Christendom 
with the renown of his victories, when the 
newspapers of the day were teeming with 
tributes to his prowess, and when scarcely 
a week passed without adding to his long 
list of trophies, no one then thought to be- 
little his rich prizes of war on the ground 
that he was only a Catholic. 

A Few Illustrious Names. 


But I forbear. These are only a few 
names recalled at random. To enumerate all 
would be an endless task. Enough have 
been cited to illustrate my contention. - It 
only remains for me to ask these questions: 
Would the Macon veterans refuse to hear 
an address from Raphael Semmes? Would 
they proscribe Father Kyan? Would they 
protest against an invitation to Patrick 
Cleburne?

In connection with the mileage scale, 
made up of the average of certain 
rates in Virginia, the Carolinas and 
Georgia, suggested for adoption in 
Georgia by Harry T. Moore at the Tues- 
day afternoon session of the rate hear- 
ing before the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, Chairman C. M. Candler, of the 
commission, Wednesday morning made 
it clear that the commission does not 
propose to countenance any SUB_eCS~ 
tion that it ¢ake the judgment of the 
Virginia and Carolina commissions, the 
interstate commerce commission OF any 
other body. The Georgia commission 
proposes to go thoroughly into the 
Georgia situation and base its decision 
on first-hand information as to wnat 
are reasonable rates in Georgia. 

This attitude of the commission was 
brought out Wednesday morning when 
the chairman inqured of Mr. Moore 
his reasons for asking the commission 
to adopt as the proper mileage scale 
for Georgia an average of the class 
rates of «he Southern railway in Vir- 
ginia, North and South Carolina and the 
class rates of all class C lines in Geor- 
gia. 

Mr. Candler read from the formal an- 
swer of the Georgia Shippers’ associa- 
tion a paragraph in which they stated 
their view that the Georgia commission 
should not be influenced by rulings of 
or rates fixed by the interstate com- 
merce commission, and that if it did 
yield to such influence it would be ab- 
dicating its duty and the purpose for 
which it was created. The chairman 
stated that the commission thoroughly 
concurs in this view, and holds the fur- 
ther view that the same would be the 
case if the commission yielded to the 
Views of the Virginia and Carolina 
commissions instead of ascertaining for 
itself the reasonableness of rakes to be 
applied in Georgia. 

Urges Value of Comparisons, 

W. A, Winubish, counsel for the Geor- 
Zia Shippers’ association, asked Mr. 
Moore then a series of questions to 
bring trom Mr. Moore the statement 
that comparisons are of value and that 
the average tendered was intended to 
indicate the opinion of the Georgia com- 
mission as well as the opinions of the 
commisions of the other three states 
for the consideration of the commission 
and that Mr. Moore had ‘“‘nowhere asked 
that the Georgia commission subordi- 
nate its judgment.” —_ 

The chairman then stated that he did 
not wish the impression to be conveyed 
that the commission had not understood 
Mr. Moore to offer the average as a 
reasonable scale for Georgia and ask its 
acoption as the Georgia scale, 

Merrel |’. Callaway, counsel for the 
Carriers cross-examined Mr. Moore as 
€o the fairness of asking the Georgia 
carriers to apply the maximum charge 
for 320 miles as a blanket charge for 
all hauls in excess of that distance in 
Georgia, 

Mr, Moore had pointed out that the 
Central of Georgia applied such a 
blanket charge, and, in answer to Mr. 
Callaway’s questions, stated that he 
presumed thak the Central pursued this 
policy to meet competitive conditions 
Created by the short haul of the South- 
ern rallway from Brunswick to Rome. 

in view of the Central's policy being 
based upon a competitive condition, Mr. 
Callaway took the position that it is 
manifestly unfair to ask all roads to 
pursue the same policy, regardless of 
wnether or not a condition exists war- 
ranting such a policy. 

In the same connection, J. Prince 
Webster, rate expert of the commission, 
asked Mr. Moore whether he found such 
a ‘blanket charge in effect in Virginia 
and North and South Carolina, whose 
transportation conditions he had alleg- 
ed to be similar to those in Georgia 
and from whose rates he had struck 
the average for his proposed Georgia 
scale. 


Mr. Moore stated that he had found 
no such blanket charge. 


Albert Boch on Stand. 


Following Mr. Moore and being the 
last witness tor the day, Albert Boch, 
Vice president of the National Milling 
company, of Macon, testified for the 
Georgia Shippers’ association to the ef- 
fect that the proposed rates of the car- 
riers on grain in Georgia would force 
the millers to seek their grain in the 
west instead of in Georgia and would 
deprive the Georgia farmers of a home 
market, hus not only damaging the 
millers, but serving as a handicap to 
diversified production, 

He filed an exhibit, prepared by the 
Georgia Shippers’ association, purport- 
ing to show that while the rate from 
the Ohio river crossings into Georgia 
is 25 cents, the rate, the proposed rate 
between Georgia points is in instances 
as high as 30 cents, though the dis- 
tance is less than that from the Ohio 
river. 

Mr. Callaway objected to such a 
showing, declaring that the fizures 
presented by the Georgia Shippers’ as- 
sociation were in error. Mr. Callaway 
stated that che proposed Georgia intra- 
etate rates on grain are based on the 
rates from the Ohio river and that the 
maximum rate over any line in Georgia 
is 25 cents, or the same as from the 
Ohio river crossings.

REPORTS OF STRIKE 
DOUBTED IN ATLANTA 


Both Sides Are Ready for 
Emergencies, But Do Not 
Expect Tie-Up. 


No matter how threatening the press 
dispatches from Washington appeared 
yesterday in regard to the strike situ- 
ation, there was a strong feeling ap- 
parent here yesterday, both in broth- 
erhood and railroad executive circles, 
that there would be no strike. 

It seemed to be taken for granted 
that, even if matters came to the worst 
and all efforts to compromise at to- 
day’s conference failed, the president 
would interfere in such a way as to 
make a general tie-up of freight and 
passenger traffic impossible. 

While it was known that prepara- 
tions were being made locally by both 
parties to the controversy to meet. any 
emergency, neither side professed to 
know a thing about the strike reports 
outside of what they had seen in the 
Washington dispatches. Railroad offi- 
cials said they had no information, 
although it is known that they were 
getting ready to proclaim embargoes 
on certain classes of freight either late 
today or tomorrow, should the outcome 
of the conference make a tie-up of 
traffic imminent. 

Strike Story Doubted. 

“IT don’t believe a word of what I 
read about the strike,’ declared G@ W. 
Kvans, chairman of the board of 
trustees of the Atlanta local, Order 
Railway Conductors, “It is all buncombe, 
in my opinion. We have received ho 
orders whatever in regard to a strike. 
Il had a talk with the secretary of our 
local this morning, and he said he had 
heard nothing.” 

While it seems to be generally taken 
for granted in brotherhood circles that 
there will be no second vote ordered 
on the strike question as was taken 
last fall, some of them were outspoken 
in saying that they thought a vote 
ought to be taken. While they gave 
no intimation that they would not stand 
by a strike order sent out by the 
leaders at Washington, many of them 
evidently did not look forward to a 
tie-up with any favor and seemed very 
anxious that it be averted. 

If the strike is ordered as scheduled 
in the Washington dispatches, that is 
if the railroads are tied up by sys- 
tems, leaving large sections of the 
country open at first, Atlanta will be 
one of the cities most seriously af- 
fected from the outset. According to 
reports, the systems which it is pro- 
posed to tie up on the first order are 
the New York Central, Baltimore and 
Ohio, Erie, Seaboard Air Line, South- 
ern, Atlantic Coast Line and Louisville 
and Nashville. That would leave the 
Central of Georgia, the A., B. & A., and 
possibly the N., C. & St. L. as the 
only roads running into Atlanta that 
would not be affected. 

The*lines named above as those like- 
ly to be affected in the first strike 
order aggregate a mileage of about 
33.000 miles and employ about 40,000 
engineers, conductors, firemen and 
trainmen.., 

There are about 4,000 of the mem- 
bers of the various brotherhoods, which 
would be affected by a general strike 
order, calling out the men on all the 
lines running into Atlanta, it is said. 

No Official Information. 

Augusta, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)— 
G. E. Florence, engineer on the Geor- 
gia railroad and secretary of the griev- 
ance committee of the local Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, stated 
tonight that he has no official informa- 
tion as to whether or not railroad men 
in the south will demand a new vote on 
the nation-wide strike. 

“T don’t know who is putting out 
all this hot air about another strike,” 
said Mr. Florence. 

L. S. Davis, chairman of the griev- 
ance committee and the authorized 
spokesman for the Brotherhood on such 
matters, is in Union Point tonight. 


Do Not Expect Strike. 


Macon, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)— 
Macon railroad men had not réceived 
word of a strike order, they declared 
tonight. J. 1. Whiddon, general chair- 
man for the Southern railway for this 
district, is not in the city tonight, and 
friends declined to state where he is. 
J. F. Emerson, chairman of the gen- 
eral committee of the Central of 
Georgia railway, also was declared to 
be out of the city. 

Captain A. N. Kendrick, secretary of 
the Order of Railway Conductors, when 
told of the reported orders issued at 
Pittsburg calling for ae strike on 
March 17, declared: “There is not a 
'word of truth in it.’”” He said the story 
was given out by the other side to 
create sympathy against the brother- 
hoods. 

Other ratlroad men said they had 
heard nothing of the reported strike 
order.

Ideas of economics, somewhat at va- 
riance with those inculcated by the | 
classic writers on political economy, 
Adam Smith and John Stuart Mills, 
were presented to the Baptist laymen 
in convention at the First Baptist 
church here last night by Dr. E. M. 
Poteat, of Greenville, S. C., in a talk 
on “The Bible Doctrine of Property.” 
The thoughts presented by Dr. Poteat, 
however, were carefully wrought out 
in logical form, and made a decided 
impression on his hearers. 

He analyzed the subject of property 
under three heads, its basis, which he 
found from the Christian point of view 
to be in the sonship relation of the 
Christian to God; the factors in its 
production; and its distribution. The 
sources of wealth or factors in its pro- 
duction, he said; were not the: familiar 
land, labor and capital as defined by 
Adam Smith, but God, society and the 
individual. Of these factors, the first 
two were vastly the most important. 

Distribution of Wealth. 

The great problem of the distribution 
of wealth was to be found in devising 
a method of restoring to God, and so- 
ciety the part to which their share in

The market was nervous and unset- 
tled during the early trading owing to 
the reported sinking of an American 
steamer. This news served to offset a 
very strong set of cables, and after 
opening barely steady at a decline of 6 
points to an advance of 1 point, the 
market sold about 3 to 12 points net 
lower shortly after the call. Liverpool 
buying of new crop positions helped to 
steady prices on this decline, and the 
market rallied during the middle of the 
day on covering. Some buying was 
also promoted by the forecast for con- 
tinued dry weather in the southwest, 
combined with the prospect for further 
}rains east of the river. May sold up 
to 17.94, or within 8 points of last 
night’s close, while the new crop led 
the advance, with October touching 
17.00, or 11 points net higher. Demand 
failed to broaden, however, and the 
market weakened again during the aft- 
ernoon under selling which seemed to 
come largely from Wall street or wire 
house sources. Part of it, at least, was 
Supposed to be for accounts interested 
in both grain and cotton, suggesting 
that it had been brought about by the 
sharp break in wheat, while there was 
also a theory that the partial loss of 
the March premium yesterday had dis- 
couraged the scattering long interest in 
May.

DULL DAY PASSED 


IN STOCK MARKET, 


! | 
Prices Drifted Idly and 
Without Definite Trend. 
Losses and Gains About 
Evenly Distributed. 


New York, March 14-- During the 
sreater part of today’s session prices 
drifted idly and without definite trend, 
Save in a few of the better known spe- 
cialties, where gains: and losses were 
| impartially distributed. Public inter- 
‘est was utterly lacking and traders 
evidently deemed it wise to hold aloof 
in view of over-hanging uncertainties. 

On thé surface there were no changes 
in the railway labor situation, but the 
Sluggishness of: transportation shares 
Suggested increasing doubt of satisfac- 
tory outcome of tomorrow’s conference. 
International conditions were further 
complicated by China's severance of 
relations with Germany and the sinking 
of an American steamship within the 
prescribed war area. Neither of these 
incidents excited more than passing at- 
tention, but probably served to curtail 
operations. 2 

The most encouraging note of the 
day was sounded by industrial inter- 


ests, trade authorities reporting a rush 
of steel orders. This was accepted as 
the more significant because of the 
recent advance of $7 to $7.10 per ton 
for fabricated steel and iron. 

Annual statements for 1916 submit- 
ted by several of the steel, sugar and 
tobacco companies disclosed pronounced 
gains in earnings and general opera- 
tion over the preceding year. These 
were without much effect upon the 
stocks most concerned, although sug- 
ar and paper issues, especially the lat- 
ter, were irregularly and in some in- 
stances materially higher. 

Among the few noteworthy gains of 
the day were Industrial Alcohol, which 
was very active at an extreme gain of 
4% to 125% on reports that the com- 
pany has been taken over by powerful 
financial interests. Cuban-American 
Sugar rose 9*%, to 189% on the change 
for the better in Cuban affairs. Gains 
elsewhere were nominal and without 
Significance.

Culbertson, of Emporia, Kan. 

Professor Taussigz, who will be chair- 
man of the commission, is a native of 
St. Louis. He has been connected with 
Harvard university since 1882 and has 
obtained a leave of absence from that 
institution until September, 1918, to ac- 
cept the position on the commission. 

Professor Taussig is authority on 
economics and has written extensively 
on the tariff. 

David J. Lewis, democrat, was chair- 
man of the labor committee of the last 
house of representatives.
